State Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook 
has expressed optimism over Geor- 
gia’s court fight to get lower 
freight rates, following a_recéss in 
the case until July 9. 

Cook said yesterday that Lloyd 
| K. Garrison, Special Master ap- 
pointed by the VU. S. Supreme 
‘Court to hear evidence on the 
freight rate case, has ordered time 
out to enable counsel] to study the 
documents introduced. 


“The defendants have thus far 
introduced approximately 40 ex- 
hibits and used three expert wit- 
nesses attempting to. justify the 
use of the rate bureaus and asso- 
| clations which fix freights rates 
before they are. submitted to the 
ICC,” Cook said. “It is our conclu- 
sion that the defendants have fail- 
ed to justify the methods used and 
the differentials resulting there- 
from.” 

Georgia contends that the rail- 
roads have conspired to set higher 
rates for Georgia and other South- 
ern States, specifically charging 
the carriers: with violating the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law. t 

Cook said the railroads’ first 
witness upon -resumption of the 
hearing in New York will be E. 
R. Oliver, Vice President of the 
Southern Railway. 
| Oliver, the Attorney General de- 
-clared, is the railroad official who 
made a statement before the ICC 
concerning the policy of the offi- 
| cial railroads to discriminate 
‘against Southern railroads. 

This statement, Cook said, was: 
“The new policy of these connec- 
tions is to build a rate wall at the 
Ohio and Potomac Rivers which 
will present or greatly curtail the 
movement of Southern products 
into official territory.” 

Cook declared yesterday that he 
believes “Mr. Oliver will attempt 
to explain away this statement on 
July 9.” 

The Attorney Genera] and one 
of his assistants, Claude Shaw, 
will leave Atlanta next weekend 
to resume trial of the case in New 
York.

AHMEDABAD, India, July 1—

Women Have 
Improved Politics 


“It is forbidden to beat a woman except in 
moderation and with a stick no bigger than a 
man’s thumb.” 4, 

That modadate, humane bit of law was one which the late Mrs. 
Carrie’ Chapman Catt liked to quote in pointing out how difficult 
a path the weaker vessel had trod to citizenship. 

The size*and weight of the man was not specified. This fact 
a’ways was good for a laugh when Mrs. Catt, in ringing tones, 
addressed the assembled citizens on the subject of women veting, 
p»inting out it was important to know the size of a man’s thumb. 

I got to know Mrs. Catt when I was doin’ after-classes news- 
paper chores on politics about the Tennessee State House.’ It was 
when Tennessee's Legislature put women's votes on the legislative 
calendar that Mrs. Catt and others came down to lobby. 

She was a fine, able woman, and because she was able and 
not afraid of little, mean minds and their gossip, she was the 
subject of many jokes. I think it was the experience of that period 
that gave me a decided distaste for the big, fearless, manly males 
who delight in off-color stories about women in public life. This 
goes for the manly fellows ‘who have had such a fine time telling 
stories ‘about Mrs. Franklin D, Roosevelt. I would like, in passing, 
to get that in the record. 

I was in the legislative hall when Tennessee gave women the 
right to vote by becoming the key state to ratify the ninteenth 
amendment. I made a mental note to recall the scene and the 
man's name who cast the deciding “aye.” I1 have forgot his name. 
The scepe remains: 

It is a curious thing to consider how slowly we change. That 
woman were not granted the ballot until 1920 is a startling re- 
minder that we clung that long to the law of the dark ages which 
gave to: women nq separate real legal existence. 

The suffragettes, called “hyenas in petticoats,” “‘women who have 
ceased to be ladies and not yet become gentlemen,” took a coura- 
geous course. The benefits of it now are becoming apparent. 


Reform No more ridiculous statement could be made than to 
assert that votes by women have made no difference. It 

has been but 26 years since they got the ballot ard the reform 

achieved in that. time has come along so steadily that to look back 

is to recall almost incredible conditions in 1920. 

Today there is not a politician anywhere who is not fearful of 

women's votes. 

The corrupt demagogue fears it because he knows that women 

approach the polls with more ideals and more desire for. good 

government than do men. 

The candidate with a program is not afraid to face their ballots, 
He need not be. 

Laws protecting women and children, laws improving city gov- 
ernment, laws pertaining to public health and welfare all have 
had the support of women. Ballots by women have supplied the 
majority needed. | 

The National League of Women Voters, with its affiliated 
state and local chapters, is becoming more and more of a factor 
in presenting campaign facts.

Some of the arguments against women voting were 
Arguments so stupidly silly, as uttered by some of the profound 
editors and public figures of the day, they need to be presented 
again just to prove that a mind stuffed, as a chicken is stuffed 
with a poor quality dressing, ought not to venture too far into the 
waters of controversy. 

The fact that only six of the states (Wyoming, Colorado, Idaho, 
Utah, Washington and California) granted women the right to 
vote in all elections at the time the amendment was .ratified in 
1920, indicates just how effective the political machines of that 
day opposed women in politics. 

The arguments were that women were inferior mentally, that 
they were created by God to be little homebodies, serving their 
masters, and were not capable of casting ballots. 


Some editors seriously said the ballot should be restricted ‘te 
those ‘capable of carrying a rifle and defending the country as 
a soldier.” 

Carrie Chapman Catt promptly declared that most of the editors 
and Congressmen making such statements could not lift a musket, 
much less shoulder one and march with it. She named names, and, 
indeed, the subjects of her barbs were as unfit for service as the 
worst 4-Fs of our more recent war. 

Other editors solemnly warned babies might be born on the 
floor of the Senate if women went to Congress; that women should 
not be subjected to close association with men at the polling places 
— and so on and on. 

That was only 26 years ago. 

Today, no political motntebank is at ease because of the femi- 
nine vote, They are a comforting factor in all elections. And 
so | say:

Ministers Discuss Trivialties 


PARIS—An observer here cannot avoid comparing the vast im- 
portance of the subjects w hich the Foreign Ministers are not dis- 
cussing with the relative triviality of the topics that ase being 
debated so hotly and grimly around the conference table. The 
strategic situation of every nation in the world has already been 
radically altered by the invention of the new weapons of World 
War II which Gromyko and Baruch have begun to talk about in 
New York. But here in Paris the highest representatives of the 
four major powers carry on with their tasks as though this were 
still 1920 instead of 1946. 

The contrast is dramatic to anyone who has studied the problem. 
For example, the British chiefs of staff formally reported to the 
British Cabinet several months ago that the British Isles would be 
literally indefensible when all the new weapons, including long- 
range two-stage rockets, had reached their full foreseeable develop- 
ment. Yet a witty British diplomat has remarked, “The atomic 
bomb makes diplomacy impossible, so we must carry on as though 
it had not been thought of.”

: In different wa the same contrast is year 
Main Issues in the policy of every nation. A European settie 
ment and therefore the Trieste question is important to the United 
states; but how much important ‘than the establishment of 
broad world relationships which will make it feasible to control the 
new weapons. To the French the danger of German. aggression 
is an obsession and, therefore, they have’ injected the Ruhr problem 
into the -negotiations looking towards a European sottlenndnt: But 
by the time Germany can regain her strength for aggression, France 
and every other country in the world will either be in acute danger 
not only from neighbors but from any aggressive nation three- 
qwarters of the way around the world, or conditions will have been 
created in which any aggression anywhere will be impossible. 

As for the Soviet representatives, they more than any others are 
plainly proceeding on the assumption that the new weapons either 
do not have real strategic meaning, or at least will not be used 
against them. Soviet policy is widely supposed to be shaped by 
fear of the atomic bomb and it has perhaps been restrained by this 
factor. (Those who were at Potsdam when the existence of the 
bomb was revealed to Stalin, say that the shock was visibly severe. 
Stalin openly evinced his disillusion at discovering that Russia was 
not after all the greatest armed power in the world.) But if one 
tries to picture what Soviet policy would be if the bomb were in 
the hands of a truly belligerent power, remembering, for instance, 
Soviet-German relations in the period of the pact, there is only one 
possible result. One cannot doubt that the masters of the Soviet 
Union would have most carefully avoided their present expansion- 
ism. At the same time, neither the British, nor the French, nor th 
Soviet, nor the American representatives here are stupid men. The 
Americans are naturally more deeply and constantly aware of the 
strategic consequences of the new weapons than any of the others 
because the American military staff has more intormation about 
them and has studied them more carefully. 

The British come close to sharing this consciousness It is less 
apparent in the French and Rus who have had to take many 
of the-facts trom our published statements

Trying to break the 
pulling out one log at a time is a long, slow process, 
when each log is the subject of bargaining that 
exhaust the garment district. It holds out op danger of producing 
a series of piecemeal loci! settlements rather than an over-all Euro- 
pean settlement. And this in turn will slpdhive in Europe only an 
uneasy armed balance rather than general health, prosperity and 
peace. At some stage, if the present difficulties continue, bolder and 
more decisive measures will have to be attempted unless the world 
is to live-in fear of death throughout the whole generation.

Rivers spoke in Rockmart and at 
his weekly radio rally at the Hotel 
Ansley, Talmadge talked at Elli- 
jay and had Guy T, Bell, Elbert 
County School Superintendent, 
and the Rev. J. G. Garrison, of 
Ochlochnee, speak in his behalf at 
his regular Monday night radio 
program. Carmichael gavVe his ad- 
dress over an Atlanta radio station. 
Rivers saved most of his oratori- 
cal fire for his radio program, in 
which he ‘blasted the Atlanta news- 
papers, Gov. Arnall and others. 
He was particularly bitter to- 
ward those who have _ deserted 
him for Carmichael. 

State Sen. Lawrence Brown, of 
Greensboro, a former Rivers sup- 
porter, who switched to Car- 
michael, has a court record, .the 
former Governor said. He charged 
that records of Brown are now in 
the Fulton County Police Bureau 
of Identification. 

In a statement handed to the 
press, Rivers cited the record, a 
check of which shows that all 
charges had been dismissed with- 
out a.trial. 

He also read a report of an in- 

terview in which Jim Colescott, 
Imperial Wizard of the Ku Klux 
Klan, charged Gov.

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GRAND JURY 


HON. FRANK A. HOOPER, 
Judge, Fulton Superior Court, 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

Members of the May-June, 1946, 
Grand Jury herewith respectively. 
submit to the Court the Jury’s 
presentments: 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Continually increasing * popula- 
tion in Fulton County and Atlanta 
has brought about a corresponding 
increase in crime. 


In its work of hearing evidence, 
the Jury was led to hold a hearing 
with the County and City Chiefs 
of Police and with other law en- 
forcement officials. Out of the as- 
sembled facts the Jury has devel- 
oped certain conclusions and rec- 
ommendations, as follows: 


We recommend that the salary 
of City and County police officers 
be raised to $250.00 as against the 
prevailing wage of $240.00 for 
County Officers and $214.00 for 
those of Atlanta. 


It was obvious from our investi- 
gation that one reason for the 
great improvement in the efficien- 
cy, appearance and morale of the 
County Officers was the fact that 
their pay had been raised to 
$240.00... We wish to commend 
Chief C. E. Mitchell’s policy and 
results, Once the pay is made uni- 
form, we. recommend the payment 
of rewards in the City system be 
eliminated as has been done in 
the County system, 

It is our opinion that Chief M. 
A. Hornsby should be commended 
for doing an excellent job in the 
face of unusual difficulties. The 
pay of-the Atlanta patrolman is so 
low that young, ambitious men 
are not attracted to enter the 
service. Many of those who left 
it for Service.during the War are 
not returning. Some of the veter- 
an officers would leave if it were 
not for their accumulated seniority 
retirement privileges, 


The Atlanta Police Force’s im- 
mediate needs were set by the 
Chief at fifty new men to be added 
to the force patrolling the streets. 
The ultimate objective is a patrol- 
ling force of about four hundred 
(400) which still would give Atlan- 
ta only the minimum force as set 
by established police standards for 
a city of its size. We concur in 
the Chief’s recommendation. 


We recommend also that City 
and County policemen be .- fur- 
nished a uniform on entering serv- 
ice and that this uniform be re 
placed by the department when, 
in the judgment of his superiors, 
the uniform does not make it pos- 
sible for the officer to present an 
appearance in keeping with the 
pemponsiniitty and dignity of his 
position. 

A city is judged at least par- 
tially by the appearance of its 
police force. We believe that fur- 
nishing of uniforms, enforcement 
of regulations requiring uniforms 
to be neat and clean; and an in- 
crease in pay to make the service 
attractive to the man in it and to 
attract good recruits, to be neces- 
sary in the development of County 
and City forces capable of meet- 
ing the demands upon them. 


PROCEDURE ON EVIDENCE 


The Grand Jury frequently was 
astounded at the lack of prepara- 
tion by police officers, particular- 
ly those of the City, in presenting 
evidence, 


We recommend that the City 
Attorney’s office designate an at- 
torney to be assigned to the City 
Police Department for the purpose 
of schooling the officers in ob- 
taining and preparing evidence for 
the Grand Jury and the courts. It 
was obvious there could be work 
done which would facilitate the 
work of the Solicitor’s office, the 
Grand Jury and the trials them- 
selves. Your Jury offers the fol- 
lowing sugfestions for improving 
this service: 


1. Reduce all confessions to writ- 
ing, or for City and County to 
purchase a recording machine 
so that the oral confession 
may be recorded on machine 
records, 


In all cases of burglary, rob- 
bery and larceny. where the 
stolen goods are pawned, have 
the police confront pawnbro- 
kers with the defendant in 
order to ascertain whether or 
not the pawnbroker can iden- 
tify, the defendant as being 
the person who pawned the 
stolen articles. 


In all cases where there are 
eye-witnesses to the commis- 
sion of a crime that such eye- 
witnesses be confronted with 
the defendant before the trial 
of the case, in order to deter- 
mine if they can identify the 
defendant as being the person 
committing the crime. 


Where stolen property is re- 
covered by the police, such as 
automobiles, jewelry and oth- 
er articles that the owner of 
such stolen goods identify the 
stolen goods in the presence 
of the officer who, recovered 
the goods so that there may 
not be any missing link in 
the testimony. 

That in all cases where the 
victim is deemed likely to die 
of wounds, after the report 
of a crime to the police, that 
the police make a special ef- 
fort to abtain a written decla- 
ration from any such person 
likely to succumb to his in- 
juries, 

That in all cases a copy of the 
police report be furnished to 


the Solicitor General with the 


Court, be 
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commitment, or at the time 
information is furnished to the 
Solicitor’s office upon which 
the indictment is to be drawn. 
This is not always done. 

That some system be a 
whereby policemen can 
promptly served subpoenaes 
in order that they may appear 
promptly in response to the 
same, and in cases where the 
officer is out of the State for 
the purpose of extraditing a 
prisoner, or for any cause, and 
it is impossible for him to be 
present in response to the sub- 
poena, that such facts be made 
known to the Court in order 
that the officer’s case may be 
taken off the calendar before 
the date set for trial. 

That all officers “be given 
credit for the time which. they 
spend in attendance upon 
court. It is not fair if a man 
is on night duty to. require 
him to remain in court all day 
as a witness and then report 
for night duty. Time spent in 
court should be considered as 
time spent in performance of 
his regular duties. This pro- 
cedure would undoubtedly im- 
pfove the efficiency of the 
officers. (See recommenda- 
tion below under “Court Ap- 
pearances’’.) 

Where crimes of violence are 
committed with firearms that 
defendant be subjected to a 
paraffin test to determine 
whether or not he has recent- 
ly discharged any firearms 
unless there is one or more 
reliable eye-witnesses who ac- 
tually saw the shooting. 
That a special effort be made 
to obtain defendant's finger- 
prints in all cases wherever 
possible. 

That in murder cases, assault 
with intent to murder, and 
like crimes of violence, special 
investigation be made to de 
termine the motive. 

That all stolen articles recov- 
ered by the police, where con- 
venient, be retained by the 
police and produced in court 
at the time of the trial of the 
case wherever possible with- 
out working undue hardship 
on the owner of said goods, 
and that all weapons used in 
the commission of crimes of 
violence be retained by the 
police and produced at the 
trial by the police. 

That photographs of the scene 
of the crime, the wounds in- 
flicted on the person of the 
prosecutor be taken and pre- 
sented as evidence. 

That the ballistics experts be 
called on in all cases where 
their testimony would 
strengthen the case. 


COURT APPEARANCES 


‘One of the hold-over customs 
from a more leisurely day when 
an officer was not required to 
make frequent Grand Jury and 
Court appearances, is that of hav- 
ing an officer make such appear- 
ances on his own time, 


We recommend that officers 
summoned to Grand Jury or 
paid for not more than 
three hours of such work on such 
call on his own time. This would, 
we .believe, produce more careful 
supervision, would speed up court 
appearances and would eliminate 
the many liberties taken with the 
officer’s time. Most appearances 
need be for but a few minutes 
rather than hours. 


RECORDERS’ COURTS 

Another antiquated system, set 
up to care for a volume of work 
much smaller than now overflows 
the bench of the Recorders’ Courts 
in Atlanta, also has produced an 
inequitable situation, 

The Recorder Courts hold three 
sessions each day, They are at 
7:00 a. m., 2:00 p. m. and 4:30 p. m. 

Ten years ago the average num- 
ber of cases per year was a little 
more than 30,000, 

Today the average 
70,000. 

Not infrequently the courts are 
in almost continual session from 
7:00 o’clock in the morning until 
8:00 o’clock at night. 

These judges are paid $350.00 
per month. A bonus system in- 
creases it about $62.00 for a total 
of about $412.00 per month. 

We recommend the pay of the 
Recorders be made equal to that 
of the Police Chiefs, at $500.00 
per month, so that capable men 
may be encouraged to seek to re- 
main in these positions and excel- 
lent men attracted to seek any 
vacancy. The pay of judges in 
higher courts, where more legal 
knowledge is required, but where 
the work is less, is but another 
illustration of the need for correct- 
ing present inequities, 

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 

Juvenile Delinquency is a prob- 
lem that touches every -sensitive 
heart and intelligent mind, 

No community can neglect it to- 
day without paying for it in the 
future in loss ef otherwise good 
citizens, in increased jail, crime, 
police and health costs. 

After two months of study your 
Jury® reached these conclusions: 

The responsibility is the State’r. 
We commend the Governor and 
Welfare Department for . their 
prompt acknowledgment of this 
fact and their willingness to do 
everything possible to assist in thea 
emergency period during which a 
new building or addition, must be 
constructed at the Boys’ School in 
Milledgeville. We also call atten- 
tion to the fact that the State has 
offered to operate any temporary 
home established in the emer- 
gency. 

The bald fact is that until such 


is about 


a building is constructed there is 


no room to place boys who badly 
need to be removed from society 
and subjected to training and su- 
pervision. First offenders must be 
placed in separate quarters. Ful- 
ton County’s percentage has gone 
up almost twenty (20%) percent, 
according to the,facts revealed in 
our study. 

We commend the County Com- 
missioners for their recognition of 
the fact that an-emergency exists. 
We believe the people of this 
county would, be shocked into 
prompt action if they realized the 
number of boys and girls who 
have no home supervision at all 
and who often are subjected to 
criminal direction or criminal 
abuse in their own homes. 

An emergency exists. 

In recommending the County 
Commissioners remodel the main 
building, and any necessary addi- 
tional building at the abandoned 
Sandy Springs Work Camp, the 
Jury is not unmindful of the fact 
that the community, not fully 
aware of the many boys who may 
be saved from ruin and restored 
to useful lives if placed under su- 
pervision, may not wish to have 
such a temporary home so estab- 
lished. 

It is a soul-searching problem 
and it is only after exhaustive ef- 
forts to find a building or mate- 
rials to construct one failed, the 
Jury came finally to 


4. The milk inspection and 
grading program in Fulton County 
has been reactivated by the Health 
Department and is progressing 
satisfactorily. October Ist, 1946, 
has been set as the grading date. 
The regulation of the Fulton 
County Board of Health has been 
amended to conform with that rec- 
ommended: by the VU. S. Public 
Health Service and that -of the 
State Board of Health to allow 
the sale af grade B and grade C 
raw milk properly labeled. The 
Grand Jury recommends this pro- 
gram and directs the Health De 
partment to conduct it with vigor, 
making sure the content of each 
bottle or carton is what the label 
says it is. 

5. The Sanitary Department is 
doing a very creditable job in col- 
lecting garbage in the urban areas 
of the county. The’Grand Jury 
indorses this program and recom- 
mends that the county take over 
the last contract owned by private 
contractor and that the county 
make arrangements for disposal 
of garbage by incineration or san- 
itary fill at the earliest possible 


date.

PAROLE AND PROBATE 

We were impressed by the fact 
that some persons with as many 
as three or four convictions and 
probations appeared to answer 
other charges. 

Our study revealed the great 
difference between parole and pro- 
bation. The two are often con- 
fused to the detriment of both. 

Parole, with some few excep- 
tions, seems to be working out 
well. We wish to commend Ed- 
ward B. Everett, Chairman of the 
State Board of Pardon’and Pa- 
roles, for the operation of his of- 
fice. 

Probation, which is granted be- 
fore any time is served, in con- 
trast to parole, which is granted 
only after time has been served, 
needs a closer evaluation of the 
qualifications for probation. Too 
many oft-probated men reappeared 
charged with other crimes for the 
Jury to believe that enough care 
ig taken with original probations 
and with supervision following 
probation. 

We recommend, too, that juries 
and judges give study to the falsity 
of the indeterminate sentence. To 
the public, .and to the average 
juror, a sentence of from one to 
ten years has a meaning wholly 
out of accord with the facts. In 
any sentence of that nature the 
person so sentenced. is automati- 
cally eligible for parole after one 
year and is released. -Hardened 
and habitual criminals know this 
and records reveal they make the 
best prisoners, thereby obtaining 
a release. This is beyond the juris- 
diction of the parole officers and 
should be remedied by courts and 
trial juries until proper legisla- 
tion may be had. 

FULL PENALTY 

We recommend judges impose 
the full penalty in Negro stab- 
bing, cutting and shooting crimes. 
The Jury believes that treating 
such crimes in a casual manner 
and imposing relatively light sen- 
tences, encourages such crimes to 
be committed. 

LIQUOR LICENSES 

After investigation we recom- 
mend no licenses for liquor stores 
be issued except in a recognized 
business section, which sections 
are under more frequent police 
supervision 

PUBLIC HEALTH 

In the Department of Health 
and Sanitation, we make the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 

1. The Public Health Engineer 
has made several inspections of 
all tourist camps and trailer parks 
in accordance with the existing 
regulations governing same. ihe 
date of final inspection for compli- 
ance with regulations has been set 
for July Ist, 1946, which has al- 
lowed six months for compliance. 
After this date any trailer park 
or tourist camp failing to comply 
with the existing regulations will 
be closed. The Grand Jury recom- 
mends this program. 

2. Although the operators of 
two tourist camps have this year 
been convicted in Criminal Court 
of operating a lewd house, the 
camps are now operating under 
different management. Under ex- 
isting statutes, the court has the 
authority to forbid the operation 
of a tourist camp on the property 
for a period of one year after such 
a conviction. We recommend that 
the courts be requested to give 
consideration to such action in the 
event of future convictions. 

3. The Health Department’s 
program of inspecting and. grad- 
ing of restaurants is progressing 
very satisfactorily, Much progress 
has been made in complying with 
sanitary standards. The final date 
for grading has been set for Jan- 
uary, 1947, The Jury indorses this 
program,

Being concerned about the 
drownings at the public swimming

We further recom- 
mend that the water in publie 
pools and lakes be frequently 
tested by the Public Health De 
partment and a report made. We 
further recommend that  ordi- 
nances and regulations to this ef- 
fect be adopted. 
CITY ACTION 

We commend the-City of At 
lanta for its prompt action on rec- 
ommendations of the former Grand 
Jury with regard to the auditing 
of City monies. We recommend 
the City proceed as soon as prac- 
ticable with other recommenda- 
tions of that Jury. 


COUNTY MOVIES 

The Jury, in commending the 
activities of the Fulton County 
Agricultural Committee under the 
direction of County Agent Sid 
Truitt, in farm work and with 4-H 
Clubs:and Camps, noted the fact 
the County Commissioners have a 
committee investigating the mak- 
ing of educational newsreels of 
County progress, with emphasis 
on agriculture. The Jury recom- 
mends such movies be produced 
under the direction of State Col 
lege Specialists and be made avail 
able upon request to civic clubs, 
schools and other organizations 
desiring them, for educational pur- 
poses only. 

GRAND JURY CONTINUITY 

One of the appreciated contri- 
butions to this Jury’s service was 
the appearance and information 
provided by the Foreman and a 
Committee of the preceding Grand 
Jury. We recommend to the next 
Grand Jury that it seek to main- 
tain a continuity of action where 
necessary by calling on the out- 
going Jury. We wish to conctir in 
the findings of the previous Grand 
Jury. It was an Investigating Jury, 
as ours was not, but so thorough 
was its work there was no need 
found for investigation. We be- 
lieve its selection of a County 
School Board to have been wise. 
and a guarantee of continuing im- 
provement of County school af- 
fairs. We wish also to express ap- 
preciation to -the Grand Jurors’ 
Association and its work and to 
commend it as a valuable, volun- 
tary aid to good government.
